Some 
of th e newspaper correspondents wh o are 
known as administration organists h av e, 
h owev er, gone to a ridiculous ex treme in 
picturing th o composure of th e president. 
Th ey h av e represented h im a.s being so 
very cool th at h is attitude amounted al­ 
most to indifference. Th is Is not accurate. 
President McKinley is essentially a sy m­ 
path etic man. It would not be fair to call 
h im emotional, because h is logical facul­ 
ties largely predominate ov er h is impulses. 
B ut th at h e is naturally ono of th e most 
sy mpath etic of men wh enev er distress or 
death or suffering Is Inv olv ed ev ery one 
knows wh o knows h im well. 
In conse­ 
q uence th e president was deeply mov ed 
wh en th o news came of th e disaster to th e 
Maine. 
Th ere were h ours in wh ich it re­ 
q uire» ! all h is jsjwers of self control to en­ 
able h im to keep a level h ead and to av oid 
doing any th ing rash . 
Th is I am told by a 
member of th e cabinet wh o was very near 
to th o president during th e ordeal. 
Th is gentleman tells me th at th e presi­ 
de nt’s first impulse on learning th e dread­ 
ful particulars of th o catastroph e was to 
seek v engeance. 
In common with most 
Americans, h is ilrHt th ough t was th at th is 
deed h ad been done by th e Spaniards and 
th at th ey must be punish ed. Let any read 
or imagine h imself in th e place of th e pres­ 
ident at th at moment. 
He was conscious 
of h is power. 
He knew th at a word from 
h im would start our sh ips In motion. 
At 
Key West lay th e strongest licet th is gov ­ 
ernment h as ev er boon able to assemble. 
In two day s th is fleet, were th e order 
giv en, could take Hav ana, Matanzas and 
oth er Cuban ports. 
In five day s, h ad th e 
president y ielded to impulse, h o could h av e 
brough t on a situation wh ich would h av e 
meant war. 
Ho knew, too. th at if h o did

would h e no dissenting voice.

parties would stand beh ind h im. 


Th»* S o b e r S e c o n d Th o u g h t. 
But th e president’s second th ough t, » said 
th is member of th e cabinet, was of th e 
responsibility inv olv ed, of th e duty wh ich 
h e owed to th e nation and to th o world. 
He could not afford to make a mistake. 
Th e gov ernment could not afford to pro­ 
ceed upon an assumption. 
It must know 
th e truth and know it in a way wh ioh 
left no room for doubt or cavil. 
One of 
th o most curious th ings in h uman nature 
is th o influence wh ich h igh public station 
h as upon th e great majority of men. 
It 
makes th em steady and strong. Th e sense 
of responsibility becomes keen and ov er­ 
wh elming. Ev en men wh o are h ot h eaded 
by temperament, eager ai d precipitate, 
feel th e restraining influence of th is great 
responsibility .

McKinley ’s case a man naturally ardent 
and sy mpath etic, full of emotion and de­ 
sire for action, is made steady and patient 
by a realization of th e momentous conse­ 
q uences depending upon h is action. 
An instance of th e president’s sy mpa­ 
th etic nature was afforded last Sunday .

At v arious times during th is » Spanish 
complication th e president lias been v ery 
much worried.

as calm and cool as some of th e kitch en 
organists would h av e us believe.

ceedingly nerv ous and appreh ensiv e. Th at 
th is is so is not surprising, for during th o 
last six weeks ev ents h av e followed fast 
upon one anoth er's h eels.

call, and ail th o oth er complications and 
irritations wh ich h av e serv ed to anger th e 
people of th e Uuitod States and to make 
th em willing to ligh t » Spain in order to 
gain relief from h arassment.

They are not thinking about posing for 
the public, but w hat they are likely to 
find at the end of their rule, and when 
accidents occur in nine cases out of ten 
they are more likely to be due to the 
carelessness or fright of the public than 
to the recklessness of the firemen them ­ 
selves. 
There are approximately 2,000 
alarm s a year in this city, to each of 
which from one to eight pieces respond 
Compare the activity and momentum 
thus let loose, but skillfully controlled, 
w i’h the total resulting casualties of a 
year, and the showing will justify the 
department as a wholt every time. 
The horses tbemselvas share not only 
the spirit but the knowledge of the sit­ 
uation. and to their training and intel­ 
ligence is due to no small degree the 
com pa ra tive 
exemption from serious 
accidents which the department enjoys.

“ Pythagoras—His Table” is, of course, 
our multiplication table. 
Then comes 
“ The Rule of Three,” “ The Double 
Golden R ule,” ‘‘The Rule of Fellow ­ 
ship,” “ The Rule of F alse,” etc., end­ 
ing with “ a collection of pleasant and 
polite questions to exercise all the parts 
of vulgar arithmetick. ” 
W ingate’s Arithmetic and Hodder’s 
Airthm etic were succeeded by Pike’s 
Arithmetic. 
This had 8(53 rules to 
be committed to memory, and not an 
explanation was given of one of them. 
It is the most barren schoolbook 1 
have ever read. 
These printed a rith ­ 
metics were not in common use. N ear­ 
ly all teachers had manuscript “ sum 
books,” from which tlit' scholars copied 
page after page of “ sums, ” too often 
w ithout any explanation of the process, 
though there were also many and long 
rules, which helped the penmanship if 
they did not the mathematics.—Chau- 
tauquau.

Mr. Frank R. Stockton, telling St. 
Nicholas read*rs about “ The Buccaneers 
of Our Coast," describes the clever es­ 
cape of Roc, the Brazilian, a famous 
pirate, from captivity among the Span­ 
ish at Campeaehy. Mr. Stockton says: 
When he was coming into the bay, 
Roc had noticed a large French vessel 
that was lying at some distance from 
the town, and he wrote his letter as if 
it had come from the captain of this 
ship. In the character of this French 
captain ho addressed his letter to the

“ Personal 
observation 
has taught 
m e,” said a Cuban oigar dealer to a 
« Star reporter, “ that not one person in a 
hundred knows how to smoke a oigar 
to enjoy it thoroughly. 
For instance 
most men, 
a f t r buying their cigars 
stick them between their 
teeth 
and 
gnaw the ends off recklessly, thereby 
tearing and 
loosening the wrapper 
Then they light their cigars and puff 
away as if their very lives depended 
upon finishing them in a hurry. 
Thus 
treated the finest cigar will burn irreg 
ularly, and the smoker will, nine times 
out of ten, lay the blame on the cigar 
The cigar may he to blame, but in most 
cases the fault lies in the way it ha 
been handled. 
“ After a cigar lias been bought the 
cud should he cut smoothly off hv 
clipper or sharp knife. The reverse end 
should tlri’ii be placed in the m outh and 
the cigar blown through. This removes 
all the little particles of dust which 
cannot be avoided in the nianufactun 
and prevents them from being inhaled 
into the throat and from producing 
coughing. 
The cigar should then bt 
lighted, and particular attention should 
be paid to its being thoroughly ignitet 
all over the surface of the end. 
Then 
instead of puffing away like a steam en­ 
gine the smoker will find that three or 
four puffs every m inute make the best 
way to enjoy the cigar. 
The smoke 
should be kept in the m outh a short 
time in order to appreciate the flavor ol 
the tobacco. 
Then it should be emitted 
slowly. 
“ In case one side of the cigar should 
burn and leave a ragged edge on the 
other side it is not necessary to relight 
it, as 1 often see many people do. 
A 
gentle blow through the cigar toward 
the lighted end will ignite the ragged 
side, and it will burn regularly Smok­ 
ing this way is a pleasure.

to see a man smoking a cigar who does

proportion of the steerage passengers 
throw back to their Darwinian ancestry 
about the third day out. 
Away from 
home, country and religious influences, 
unrestrained by custom and convention 
ality, bound by no laws of action and 
separated from all that force of opinion 
so strong in the world ashore, they let 
themselves go and allow their baser mi 
tures to run riot. No sooner has the sea 
sickness left them than they growl and 
snarl over their food like dogs, scram 
bliug for the choice pieces and running 
off to their bunks w ith them ;
